It is the ambition of most teach 
ers of the deaf to make the institu- 
tion in which they are employed the 
best, or among the best of any in 
the country. Mam of them, how- 
ever, do not take the personal 
responsibility necessary to reach 
this end. Thev are glad and proud 
to know that their school is a good 
one. but do not realize that it is up 
to them to make u better. Often 

teachers depend too much upon the 

vigorous aml progressiva attitude of 
the superintendent to keep a high 
tone in the school Tluv are always 
willing and anxious to do his nid 
ding and adopt his suggestions, but 
do not take the initiative a- thev 
should A superintendent can do 
much to raise the standard of hi.- 
school. How much more can be 

accomplished if he be supported b) 

a corps Of teachers who uphold him 

in every way, and who have ideas 

and suggestions of their own to 
offer as well as to receive, Is there 

mv reason why the teacher's idea 
with reference to Ins work should 
not be as good as that of tin- superin 
tendent? It might b« belter, and at 
any rale nothing is lost by advanc- 
ing it. 
The position of superintendent in 

a school for the deaf is a living. 

Some teachers do not realize that he 
is expected to know a bttl. 
thing — from manual labor on the 
faun lo to the highest branches of 
the educational work in hisiusti 
union and to keep in close touch 
with the same from day to day 
These, with a thousand little details, 
make his daily routine none too 
easy. He. therefore, appreciates the 
teacher who is fitted to take up his 

work and carry it successfullv 

along in a manner for the best ad- 
vancement of his class and the 
school. 

Loyalty to the superintendent and 
the school is a point to be considered 
hist. Xo institution can long show 
the proper advancement if the i. 
etsaie not in thorough harmony 

with the superintendent. Thev 
should be ready to uphold his policy 

at all times and to Support him in 

disciplinary measures. There are 
teachers, too, who have been known 
to circulate stories concerning the 
school or its management which 
-were by no means to the best inti 
of the institution. Teachers some- 
times are not loyal to each i 
For instance, John is given a low 
mark by his teacher and 1-. 
this goes to another teacher with his 
tale of woe; he is consoled, pi 
md told that it is a pity. This has 
a demoralising effect upon the entire 
school and the teacher who thus 
dones this action of a pupil is doing 
B great wrong. 

There are those who, when their 
work is over in the afternoon, have 
no further interest in the doings of 
the school until their work begins 
again. 

These teachers are not doing all 
thev can for the school, for thev 
should take active interest in the 
social life of the pupils as well 
their outdoor and indoor games 
and sports. 

Pupils verv much appreciate the 
presence of the teach their 

parties and societu > hers 

can render assistance and Rive 
suggestions which ere of much 
value. Simple rules of etiquette 
inav be easily taught, and certain 
icts of rudeness corrected in 
an ejfective manner, and the standard 
of deportment raised by the teachers 
who are best fitted to ob 
correct these things 

A point of which note should be 
taken is the proper dignity which a 
teacher ought to maintain at all 
times in his intercourse with the 
pupils. Xo doubt it has been ob- 
served that a few teachers are some 
what prone to become too familiar 
or to hobnob with the boy a and girls 
He feels that in Order to be upon 
the best of terms with students, to 
be liked, or to gain their favor lie 
must I d fellow, and in doing 

i rificea his dignity and a 
deal is lost and nothing gained. It 
must not be thought that the I 
er most liked bv the students 

her, for that 
mistake. The teacher who i- 
to maintain a dignified healing, but 
at the same time be able to join 
with the students in a social 



also in their sport, and to make 
them feel that he is deeply interested 
in them, i., going to bring about the 

best results. 

Superintendents or principals are 
often annoyed by being called upon 
bv the teacher to straighten out a 
refractory pupil. This calling for 
assistance is a confession of weak- 
ness, and the good teacher seldom 
resorts to such a measure. To be 
ible lo keep ihe proper discipline in 
one's class is the hist essential ol the 
her, and if he does not possess it 
mil cannot attain it, trouble will 
follow and failure will result in the 

end. Some teacher* are actually at 

war with theii classes or with sc me 
members or number ol i he same, 
and when the pupils are hktlv to 

gain the day, the superintendent is 

brought in to save it. The teacher 
should be able to control any and 

ill students who mav come under 
his instruction, without the help of 
ihe head ot the school, save onlv 
m extreme cases. Farther, he should 

>e ready ana willing to uphold to 
the full measure the discipline of 

vciv othei officer of the school. 
And along this line of thought, it 
might be said that the teacher who 
ihinks that good discipline is to 
good order is mistaken. 
Discipline is a means by which an 
improvement in the condition of the 
pupils may be secured. It is not a 
punishment nor a bringing back 
from wrong directions, but the lead- 
ing of them in right paths. The 
War-Cry of a teacher should be, "Do 
it thus," and not. "Do not do it 

A superintendent of a school for 

the deaf usually has certain methods 
which he wishes to he used. His 
school mav be oral or it mav be 
manual, oi it mav be something else. 
He usuallv has some policy which 
he would like to have carried out, 
and in order that the best results 
mav be obtained, he must have the 
united co-operation of his teachers. 
It may happen that one r.r more of 
his teachers do not believe in the 
methods be wishes to employ, and, 
therefore, are merely passive or even 
oppose him indirectly. The plain 
doty of these teachers is to get into 
line with energy and enthusiasm, 
but failing in that, to get out. The 
good of the school demands either 
one or the other. — I

The recent tragic death of FYed 
"Dummy" Mahau, the boxer, at 
San Francisco on Feburary 23d, 

was a ureal shock to the deaf of Los 
Angeles where he was well known. 
He had taken airplane tides in Los 
rVngeles in attempts to regain his 
hearing, there were publicity stunts 
staged by his manager, "Windy" 
Winsor, but so far as we know, he 
had never tried the parachute jump, 
lie was killed in a ,%_>O0 foot fall 
from an airplane when his parachute 
failed to open; approximately 7H00 
person:, at the aisport saw him fall 
to his death. Witnesses of the acci- 
dent disagreed as to whether the 
parachute failed to function because 
Malum forgot to pull the rip cord, 
or whether the colds became tang- 
led, making it impossible for 
Malum to ; pen it. 

The next day, after his investiga- 
tion, Federal Aeronautics Inspec- 
tor, Edison Mouton, announced that 
hereafter all jumpers must be 
equipped with two parachutes. He 
said that had M than worn two 
parachutes the accident probably 
would not have happened. Malum, 
whose real name was Krederico Mesa, 
was a resident of Tombstone, Aria.
